California  Road  Charge  Pilot  Announced 

"Road  Charged  is  an  innovative  funding  mechanism  that  allows  drivers  to  support  road 
maintenance  based  on  the  distance  they  travel  or  the  period  of  time  they  use  the  roads,  rather 
than  the  amount  of  gasoline  they  consume.  The  revenues  currently  available  for  highway  and 
local  roads  are  insufficient  for  preserving  and  maintaining  road  infrastructure,  reducing 
congestion  and  improving  the  driving  experience.  This  pilot  program  is  a field  trial  to  explore  road 
charging  as  a potential  long-term  replacement  for  the  gas  tax.  An  anticipated  5,000  volunteer 
participants  will  test  various  road  charging  methods  to  compare  how  the  performance  of  each 
concept  measures  against  criteria.  The  pilot  program  will  inform  the  Legislature^  decision  on 
whether  and  how  to  move  forward  with  a full-scale  road  charge  program.  If  you  would  like  to 
participate,  sign  up  here.
